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Continuation of 1 (e) Entered in part. See explanation: In communication filed on February 4, 2003, Applicants stated that Applicants never 
authorized that the words "Hydrophobic Drugs" in the original title would be changed to "Fenofibrate". Furthermore, applicants request that 
the Office correct the mistake. 

Applicants are correct about giving no authorization to Examiner to change "Hydrophobic Drugs" to "Fenofibrate". However, the Examiner 
does not necessariity obtain an authorization from Applicants to change the title of the invention at the time of allowance. Where the title is 
not descriptive of the invention claimed, the examiner has an authority to change the title of the invention that is clearly indicative 
of the invention to which the claims are directed. Since the claiming subject matters in claims. 5-1 2, 51,54-65, 67-71 and 92-98 are directed 
to the pharmaceutical compositions comprising fenofibrate and the use of said fenofibrate composition, new title "Pharmaceutical 
compositions and dosage forms for administration of fenofribrate" is considered to be more descriptive about the claimed invention than the 
original title "Pharmaceuitcal compositions and dosage froms for administration of hydrophobic drugs". Therefore, the Examiner 
disapproves of applicants request for reinstating the original title of the invention. 
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
